In Mysterious Way Three Men 

Loose Their' Lives While 

in Boat Sunday 



ONE ENTANGLED IN SEINE 



Joseph Johnson and Samuel Russell, of 
Fox Lake, and Peter Munlh, of Chi- 
cago, Meet Death 



Three men, two of them experienced 
Fox Lake fishermen, the third a resident 
of Chicago, were drowned early Sunday 
morning in Fox Lake. An overturned 
'boat was the mute evidence of the manner 
in which the men had met their death. 

Tangled in the sein which hung over 
• one side of the boat was found the body 
'•o^Joseph Johnson, of^Fox Lake. He was 
a powerful swimmer but had been caught 
in the mealies of the net when the little 
•craft was capsized. The bodies of John- 
son's two companions, Samuel Russell of 
Fox Lako and Peter Munlh of Chicago, 
have not as yet been recovered. 

Half a mile from the Fox Lake hotel the 
boat was' discovered Sunday morning. 
It was known that the tbreo men had 
started out late Saturday night to cast 
their sein. Searchers soon discovered the 
body of Johnson. While attempting to 
. pull in the net the fishermen are believed 
to havo overturned their boat. 

Little in known of Munth. fie came to 
Fox Lake Saturday nittht and registered 
at the Fox Lake hotel as Peter Munth of 
jti 1 Chicago. Ho bunted up Johnson and 

Russell and together the three men left 
for their night on the lake. 

Munth's name does not appear in the 
Chicago city directory. The police to 
whom the accident was repprted have been 
unablo to learn anything about the un- 
fortunate man. Johnson was an unmar- 
ried man about fifty-live years of age and 
had resided in the vicinity nearly fifteen 
years. lie was a member of the Modern 
Woodmen. 

Russell i was a contractor and was 
about thirty-seven years of .nge. He is a 
married man with three children and had 
resided at Fox Luke for many years. 

Developments show that the Irio took 
tho boat which* I hey had from Andrew 
Hettinger, who reported the loss and set 
out to find it. He found it and pulling in 
the net found the body of Johnson also. 

Tho two men with Johnson have also 
disappeared and it is therefore supposed 
that they too were drowned. Diligent 
work has progressed in dragging the lake 
for tho other bodies, the 500 foot sein be- 
longing to John Converse, used for carp 
".-> fishing is being used and it is thought 

likely that the bodies will be recovered in 
a short time. 

This triple drowning has proved the 
sensation of the day in western Lako Coun- 
ty, for, while there have been many Bingle 
drownings in the past few years a triple 
, drowning has not occuired in many years.

GIRL LEAPS FROM TRAIN 



Lake Forest Student Receives Serious 
Injuries. 

Leaping from a fast moving train on the 
Northwestern road at Davis street Eyan- 
8ton, to. be .with hor sweet heart, who she 
thought had missed the "coach, Dorathy 
Stoddard, eighteen years old, daughter of 
wealthy parents, (>ving in Minonk, III., 
nnd a student nt Ferry Hall, Lake Forest, 
received injuries from which it is believed 
she will die, whilo enrout to Chicago Mon- 
day. 

Her feet became tangled in her skins 
n's she made tho jump, and she hit upon 
her heac.with great force. She was pick- 
ed up unconscious by W, B. Marquis, also 
a student at Lake Forest, with whom she 
wad on her way to Chicago, and was taken 
to tho Evans ton hospital. 

Physicians at the hospital said that her 
skull bad probably been fractured and 
that she had suffered intornal injuries. 
Mnrqu'iB was: nearly crazed with grief 
when he picked the girl up. Her parents 
were notified nt once. 

Miss Stoddard was going to Cbicago.on 
an early train. When the train stopped 
in EvanBton Marquis 'left it to get a news 
paper. The train pulled out while ho was 
waiting for his change from the news 
dealer. He ran nfter it and jumped on 
the rear platform, jgghj 

While tho train was gaining; headway 
Miss Stoddard leaped straight out from 
the top step. Her foot caught on her 
.skirt, and she' turned a half somersault. 

Marquis dropped off the rear platform 
as she fell. A woman in the depot notified 
the police nnl nn ambulance was hurried 
to the crossing. By the time the ofhVeri 
arrived Marquis was almost hysterical. 
He had dropped the girl on the ground 
and was sobbing when two policemen 
grabbed him and placed him in the vehicle 

A fast run was made to the hospital. 
Marquis told the' police of the accident. 
The girl lias not regained consciousness.

While George Millard .and Family are 

Away Burglars Enter Residence and. 

Secure Valuables 



The residence of Mr. and Mrs. George 
Millard of Highland' Park was broken into 
by burglars Sunday and the home ransack- 
ed while the occupants visited with rela- 
tives at Ravenswood. Something like 
three hundred dollars worth of jewelry and 
silverware was taken by the burglars 

Following the sermon at the Highland 
Park church Sunday, morning Mr. and Mrs. 
'Millard left for Ravenswood where they 
visited with relatives and friends until ten 
o'clock in the evening; 

Upon their return home I hey found tho 
front door and the window t on the front 
porch opon and tracks leading into the 
residence told of what had happened. 

A thorough investigation upon the part 
of Mr. Millard told of one of the most daring 
daylight robbeies which had every taken 
place in the city. 

Mr. and Mrs. Millard lived tit the corn- 
ncr of Sheridan rond nnd St James street. 
They, moved into this residence only Satur- 
day morning. 

Highland Park police fear that a "Mr. 
RsU'es" iB working in their midst. There 
is no doubt whatever, states the Highland 
Pnrd chief of police, but that the deed wub 
committed by someone who knew the 
premises nnd the time of the return of ttie 
occupants. 

Diamond rings, wntclis and silverware 
of all descriptions* nre among the list of 
\slolen articles. , 

,* The front door of the residenco was 
without a lock. Prior to "the time of the 
leaving of Mr. nnd t Mrs. Millard a Junto 
post was braced up against the door by the 
head of die house in the hope of keeping 
out any intruders who might venture 
that' way. The door had however heen 
battered in by the robbers. 

A valuable revolver which lay on the 
table in the bedroom of the residenco waa 
not taken. 

A list of the articles stolen was placed 
in the hands of Chicago detectives at once. 
Pawn shop owners were also notified nnd 
given the list. No clues have been found 
as yet. 

AGED SALESMAN 

FATALLY INJURED IN 
RUNAWAY ACCIDENT 

J. H. Bowley, aged sales agent of Zion 
City wttB killed by a stroke over the heart 
received at six o'clock. Tuesday evening 
in a run away accident. 

There are ^mysterious features to the 
death which may never be cleared for al- 
though Bowley was injured within a few 
paces of his home be died before he could 
be carried there. The injuries that seem 
to have caused his death are two crushed 
rib's over the heart. Besides this he had 
a deep gosh on his forehead. 

Bowley and A. M. McNabb were riding 
along Elizabeth street when their horse 
became frightened nnd dashed off. Before 
long he veered and the entire outfit ran' in- 
to a telegraph polo, both men being dash- 
ed onto the ground. 

McNabb recovored himself and began to 
look for Bowjey only to find him a crush- 
ed heap on the ground. Tho Bowloy 
home wna but a short distance and Mc- 
Nabb dragged the unconscious man there 
but beforo he could reach the p|ace or sum- 
mon medical aid Bowley expired and to 
widow and two grown children McNabb 
brought the sad burden of a corpse. 

Bowley lived at 2509 Elizabeth and was 
a general Bales agent. He had been out 
of employment for some time nnd weak- 
ness of body and heart may have have hast- 
ened his end. 

Tho virdict was death in n runaway. 
Tho only wound visiblo was the gash on 
hiB forehead. .

BOTTLES BREED DISEASE 

Wee Children on South Side are Seen to 

Drink Beer out of Discarded Bottles. 

Police to Investigate 



One of the mnst disgusting sights im- 
aginable, as witnessed by a reporter on 
South Genesee street, Waukegan, was to 
see several little children, girls and boys 
alike, who did not appear to be more than 
three or four years of nge, drinking beer 
out of partially emptied bottles that stood 
in front of a certain saloon. Bystanders 
who stood near thought that the matter 
was a good joke and encouraged the chil- 
dren in the debauchery. 

It is a common practice for many of the 
south side saloons to leave empty cases of 
beer bottles in front of their places of busi- 
ness until they are called for by the beer 
agent*. In many cases the bottles are only 
partially emptied. 

Children, it is claimed, have learned of 
this fact and daily go to these bottles, 
draining them of their lust drop and then 
8inaking their lips as if they enjoyed the 
dirty fluid. 

The majority of the children that drink 
from these bottles are sonn and dnughters 
of the saloon keepers themselves — many of 
them live in nearby flat buildings near the 
south end of the Genesee street bridge. 
While a few of them may be ten years of 
age the majority appear hardly able to 
walk. 

The practice of drinking the vile and 
stale beer that has boon thrown away it is 
said was learned in their own homes where 
duy after day they see their parents occu- 
pied in the samo practice. In most' cases 
they are foreigners who cannot speak Eng- 
lish. . 

Many south side residents who have 
witnessed this practice of the children 
from time to time are very indignant nnd 
assert that tlrtsy do not propose to stand 
for it very much longer. Aside from the 
vile practice of drinking the beer tho un- 
cleanly feature is something to bo consider-' 
ed. Many of the bottles are contaminated 
with germs from the lips of the drinkers 
and these in turn are transferred to the 
children. The police have been informed 
of the matter and will mnke an investiga- 
tion and it is possible that arrests moy 
follow. 

DIVORCE GRANTED 
BY JUSTICE Of PEACE

Marriages may be made in heaven, but 
for the real up-to-date, made to order while 
you wait, divorce, a Fox Lake justice of 
the peace holds the undisputed claim. An 
incident which happened a few days ago 
in that village gave him the title and es- 
tablished a precedent that has set the vil- 
lage agog. 

A few days ago, a well known Fox Lake 
woman entered the dingy little office of the 
village justice and in a few loud words laid 
down her case,' showing how she was a 
much abused woman. 

"Now, I want a divorce,*' she stated 
after setting forth her claim. 

''That looks like a pretty clear case to 
me,' 1 mentioned the justice. "I guess I 
can grant you (he divorce. Will -$30 a 
month alimony be enough for you. Yes? 
Well that is all settled then. 

And in a few minutes, without a* court 
or jury the divorce decree was made out to 
tho woman and she returned home, greatly 
satisfied with the dispatch with which 
everything had been carried out. And tho 
most interesting thing about tho whole 
matter is that tho husband was perfectly 
satisfied with the arrangement. 

It was not until a day or two later that 
friends learned of tho divorce she had re- 
ceived and it was then that they explained 
to her that such a proceeding could not be 
legal. The woman as well as her husband 
were much surprised when they learned 
that such waa really the case and they 
thought they hud been grossly buncoed. 

That any justice of the peace should have 
been bo ignorant of divorce laws as to im- 
agine that it was within his jurisdiction 
to grant a divorce seems almost incred- 
ible but residents of the village assert that 
it wub certainly the case.

While. Agent is Absent Sneak Enters Lake 

Bluff Northwestern Depot and Steals

Ono of the most daring robberies that 
has taken place in Lake county in some 
time took place at the Nor to western depot 
at Lake Bluff Monday afternoon., 

A bold sneak thief entered the station 
while Agent Witherstein was out in the 
baggage room attending to necessary bag- 
gage work there,* grabbed. up the weekly 
remittance envelope containing $124 65, 
and made a successful escape. 

Tuesday the entire Northwestern force of 
secret Eervice men is on the job after the 
theif bnt bo far there is not the slightest 
clue to the idenity of the sneak. 

Agent Witherstin stated in an interveiw 
that ho had noticed a woman hanging 
about the the station just before be left for 
the baggage room and she was gone when 
he came back. Later he found the remit- 
tano envelope goflg atltl Ills suspicious nt 
once pointed to the mysterious Veiled 
woman. There is no trace of her. 

The remittance envelope was velvet for' 
the thief because it contained, as is usual 
in railroad procedure, only real bills and 
specie and once gone it would be inpossiblo 
to recover any of it. 

Tho station has two entrances, one front- 
ing on the railroad tracks nnd the other 
east on the main street of the village. 
The theif may have left by the street en- 
trace and been lucky enough to catch 
an electric car north or south, as the elec- 
tric road is only a few paces away. 

The envolpe lay in plain Bight on the 
agent's desk in the inner office but the 
theif must have forced the lock of the 
strong door which is always locked, 
whether the agent ia present or not.

AUSTRALIAN INSURANCE. 

8cheme by Which State Provides 
Cheap Protection to Settlers. 

Consul General John P. Bray of Mel- 
bourne reports that the government of 
the Australian state of Victoria Is 
about to undertake tho experiment of 
state Insurance In connection with tho 
houses of settlers, which the govern- 
ment has erected on a. scheme by 
which repayments by the occupants 
aro extended over long, periods. 

It Is estimated that tho settlors will 
have to pay the government for the 
state Insurance of the houses what is 
.equal to an annual premium of not 
much moro than one-fourth per cent, 
upon the value of the property,' where- 
bb if. companies did, the Insuring the 
men would — according to departmen- 
tal estimates — have to pay at the rate 
of between one-half per cent, and one 
per cent. The government has al- 
ready accepted' the responsibility for 
the 250 houses which have either been 
erected or are being built. The houses 
are wooden, and many of them are 
situated In localities where the Are 
fighting machinery Is not of" the most 
modern type. The companies offered 
to Insure the places at premiums vary- 
ing from $2.55 to $4.25, allowing ten 
per cent discount This would have 
cost the 250 settlers the price of about 
two houses a year. 

The government program provides 
for the building of 500 new houses 
within tho next two years. ■ This will 
bring the total number up to 760 
houses. According to the departmen- 
tal estimates, If' tho government were 
to accept the insurance companies' 
terms It would cover the cost of six 
houses a year In insuring this num- 
ber.

The slaughter of Deneen had Its 
head and front in Chicago. In the city 
proper Stevenson has a plurality of 
6,809, according to the latest returns. 
Chicago gave Stevenson 162,643 and 
Deneen 155,834. Returns from the 
country towns aro Incomplete and it 
is oxpected this Republican territory 
will eventunlly wipe out tho Steven- 
son plurality In the city and give Cook 
county to Deneen. 

Some estimates on the governor's 
vote In the country towns in Cook 
place bis plurality in this county at 
5,000. Deneen was slashed in every 
ward In Chicago. His political en- 
emies, who started a fight of exter- 
mination on him with the organization 
of the state legislature, nearly two 
years ago, kept up a persistent fight. 
Four years ngo Deneen carried Cook 
county by 130,488, running ahead of 
Roosevelt He carried tho state over 
his Democratic opponent then by a 
plurality of 290,149. 

Deneen is the first ntate executive 
since Cullom's time back In 1880 to 
successfully negotiate a second cam- 
paign. In accomplishing hlB re-elec- 
tion ho did moro than the late John 
R. Tanner was ablo to weather, al- 
though ho took rank as ono of the 
shrewdest politicians Illinois has 
known. Tanner set out to get Cul- 
lom's seat In 1900 and he lost and 
Richard Yates was nominated for 
governor at the Peoria convention, 
which marked the political passing of 
Tanner. 

In 1892 Josoph W. Pifer of Bloom- 
Ington, In trying for re-election, went 
down to defeat at tho hands of tho 
late John P. Altgeld.- 

Deneen was slashed heavily in Re- 
publican territory. The Lorlmer-Yatos 
following, organized for the primary 
battle last August, had an organized 
force at work in each of the 35 wards 
In the city and out in the state Len 
Small of Kankakee was' at tho head 
of the Deneen knifing forces. 



A correspondent writes .the. Winni- 
peg (Man.) Free Press: "The Pinch- 
er \Creok ..district, (Southern Al- 
berta), the original homo of fall 
wheat, where.

Nor 
Is the district depondent on wheat, all 
other crops do well, also stock and 
dairying, and there 1b a large market 
at the doors In the mining towns up 
the Crows NeBt Pass, and In British Co-, 
lumbla, for the abundant hay of the 
district, and poultry, pork, and gar-, 
den truck. Coal Is near and cheap. 
Jim Hill has an eye on its advan- 
tages, and has InveBtod here, and is 
bringing the Great Northern Railroad 
soon, when. other HncB will follow." 

The wheat, oat and - barley crop In 
other parts of Western Canada show 
splendid yields and will make the 
farmers of that country v (and many of 
them are Americans) rich. The Cana- 
dian Government Agent for this dis- 
trict advises us that he will be pleased 
to give information to all who desire 
it about the now land regulations by 
which a settler may now secure 160 
acres In addition to his 160 home- 
stead acres, at $3.00 an acre, and also 
how to reach these lands into which 
railways are being extended. It might 
be interesting to read what Is Bald of 
that country by the Editor of the 
Marshall (Minn.)

It Is understood that the trouble Is 
one of the results of the recent Demo- 
cratic gubernatorial primary in which 
Carmack was defeated. Carmack, 
since he had been editor of The Ten- 
nesseean, had been quite caustic In 
criticising what ho called the Demo- 
cratic machine,, and had several edi- 
torials about Col. Cooper.

As soon as Carmack fell Col. Coopor 
put his arm around Robin Cooper and 
both walked a few feet down Sev- 
enth avenue to Dr. It.

His clothing when 
searched gave up between thirty and 
forty smokeless cartridges, a heavy 
Blungshot, a knife with a four-Inch 
blndo and a clasp knife.
